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♦Zanzibar: No overt opposition to the Tanganyika- 
Zanzibar union has yet developed,, 

Foreign Minister Babu is scheduled to arrive in 
Nairobi this afternoon and is expected in Zanzibar to- 
morrow morning. Before leaving Pakistan he told 
reporters that in principle he favored Zanzibar's union 
with Tanganyika. His statement should reduce for the 
moment the threat of violence on the island. 

The articles of union signed by President Nyerere 
and Karume on 22 April call for Tanganyika to retain 
the powers of foreign affairs, defense, internal secu- 
rity, foreign credit, and development planning. Zan- 
zibar will have less than sovereign status but more 
autonomy in local affairs than Tanganyika's other re- 
gions. Karume will become a vice president of the 
union.
